discovered about 11 o'olock, and wii.bin 
three hours the en tire block wasdeatroyecl, 
Tbe fire deportment did evarjthing it 
aonld bat ouwide ot saving tbe First M, 
E, church it is doubtful whether it did 
any good. Tbe fire was simply oat of 
proportion with tbe department's fnoili- 
ties fot fighting fire. 


liibrary Block occupied the space oo 


William street, between tbe First M«tb- 
oJiBt church nod North Main street, and 
WCB built four yenis ugo by EobarUi and 
Greene, It was ot brick and of modern 
style, sod was occupied on the ground 
floor by the Deontur Steam Bakery com- 
pany; Smith, Hnbbnrd & Co,, manufac- 
turing phurmneiets; J, B. Billiard, under- 
taker; We*tern IJiiion Telegraph com- 
pany; W, D. Chambers, Utite scd nwn 


moving oat ward. It was clear that tie 
ttres firemen were in gieet danger. Some 
one called their Attention to it, and it 
WBS timely, fot about this time the wall 
lost its equilibrium and oame down with 
a crash, Tbe firemen saw it coming and 
ran north along the church. Only part 
ot tbe wall toil, else they would have 
bean crushed beneath the seething brick. 
As it was they escaped by a bare foot or 
two. Those who witnessed this incident 
from the south aide of William street 
supposed tbe men were o^ngbt, as the 
steam and dust bid them from view, but 
s call brought back the answer of safety 
from those who bad escaped tbie peril. 
Uo to this time it was generallv thought 
that tbe solid wait between the bakery 
rooms and tbe other part ot the block 
would cat off further progress ot the fire; 
bnt this hope WJB dispelled by tbe ap- 
pearance of flames and smoke issuing 
from beneath the roof of the other part 
ot the block, and the work of removing 
property was begun vigorously and was 
continued until the Ore became too hot 
to enter tbe rooms. When it became set- 
tled in the minds ot tbe crowd that the 
entire block must he consumed many 
weu tbe eipreeeiona of Borrow heard on 
every hand for tbe loss of the Public 
Library. In hearing thase expressions 
of regret one could not help but feel 
prond c>f the people of Decolor in the 
evidence they gave of their appreciation 
of the magnificent librarv that for years 
has lighted up the spare honrs in the 
homes of the people.

engine and a tew moment's work would 
be all that would b? necessary to extin- 
guish tbe 6r#. After working a tew min> 
ntee, however, the fact became apparent 
the lire was worsa than anticipated; the 
steamer waa pat to work and tbe battle 
was on in gr^at earnest. Inside of ten 
minutes It was evident that the fire de- 
partment could not save thia part of tbe 
bailding, Tbe streams that were pour- 
ing into the flumes made no impression 
whatever save on the moat exterior por- 
tions of the wooden frames in tbe win- 
dows and doors.

The Library Block which was built in 


1888 and in 1689 after plans drawn by B, 
O. Roeen, occupied the entire corner ex- 
tending from North Main street east 
along William street to tbe alley, and 
north from William street to the HOW*D- 
etine lot. It was one of the handsomest 
buainseg structures in Deoatur, and was 
theprideot our people, BobertaAQreene 
built it at a total cost of about 545,000. 
It ie practically a total lose; insurance 
917,500, with companies represented by 
C. W. Montgomery, who also had the 
insurance on tbe Steam Bakery, The 
walla standing are shown in tbe accom- 
panying picture of the rains. It the 
pnrpoee ot Robert ft Greene to rebuild 
the block at once. 


The lose ot the Deeatur Steam Bakery 


Compnny, in whose place of business the 
flr* started, is obont $18,000 in machinery 
nnd stock on hand; inenraeo« 912,000.

All ot 
the telegraph instruments, batteriea, and 
tables were destroyed, bnt Mi. Peniwell 
saved his tickets, and manager Davis got 
his books and desk ont. The type- 
writing machines were saved, and also a 
portion of the electrical goods, Tbe 
Western Union Ices ia quite heavy, inas- 
much oa all connections are broken and 
no business can be transacted until new 
instruments are procured, a new office 
secured and the tangled wires put in 
shape, 


J. B. BnllEkrd, nndertoker, bad the nest 


room east. Linn Eodcliff was asleep in 
tbe room. He was awakened before the 
room WBB in flames, and the crowd as- 
sisted in removingthe oasketa and coffins.

store and mattress factory, Tbe library 
contained an exceptionally fine collection 
ot books, embracing about 11,000 vol- 
ames, valued at from $13,000 to $15,000, 
The early arrivals seeing the danger of 
the destruction ot Deaatur's free callers, 
in which so many people are personalty 
interested, at once began the difficult 
work of saving tbe boohs, and they suc- 
ceeded iu rescuing 
the records, all 


of the reference books, whiah are the 
moreexpensivevolumea, and also many 
other books. Perhaps 5,000 volumes out 
of tbe 11,000 weie saved. The books 
were stored in neighboring bnildinge. 
Mrs. Alice Evans, the librarian, as well 
as members ot the directory, were at the 
fire, and aided in the work of caring for 
the books. Tbe insurance on tbe library 
was $6,400, The directors are yet at a 
loss to tell when or where the library will 
be located. Of course there can be no 
exchange of books until a fresh supply 
is purchased. Catalogues of books on 
tbeebekes were saved. It will be no 
trouble to reproduce the boots. 


Tbe elegantly appointed lodge room of

TOILS OF THE LAW. 


Taken Through Decatur to Jack- 


sonville to Answer i;te Felo- 


nious Oharge. 


This afternoon the city marshal of 
aokaonviUe, nt., passed taroagb DOTH- 
ar en route to Jacksonville, having 
'rank Smell wood, boa of J. F. Small wood 
if this city, in custody on a charge ot 
orgery. He was arrested at Hume, in 
Jonglas county, this morning, and will 
iave to stand trial on tbe felonious 
iharge, 


Five or six months ego Frank Small- 


wood was at Jacksonville, where he had 
a job of work lurrying a bod. He got a 
check for $4i>0 BB payment for his work. 
Ie is charged with having raised the 
check to 824.EO, prteentiog it at the bank 
and getting the money. Of conns* be 
did not remain at Jacksonville long, and 
einoe the forgery was discovered tbe 
authorities have been tryicg to locate the 
ronng man. Inquiries were sent to Mar 
shfil Mason and 
other officers, and 


in this manner yonng Small wood WBB 
ocated. Tto state warrant was issued 
on August 18, 1691, the day the crime 
was committed, by Jneti'» Davenport, at 
the instance ot William Batss. The check 
was presented at the bank of M. P. Ayree 
& Co., and Charles Ricbardeon identified 
Smallwood, stating that he was bie son. 
The firm name to the raised check was 
Uontt & Libby. liiobardson is now un- 
der arrest. 


Small wood when seen at the depot 


this afternoon was handcuffed to the 
officer. Attorney leforgee was seen in 
brief conversation with tbe prisoner. It 
is understood that Mr. Leforgee will 
leave tor Jacksonville to-night to look 
after tbe interests of yonng Smell wood. 
He may be admitted to bail, if anybody 
oin be found who will go on bis bond,

eration of both wool growers and woolen 
manufacturers (even those in favor ot 
"free raw materials") This argument, in 
the form in which it ie generally stated 
by the tree trader, it enbatantially as fol- 
lows: "The result of removing tbe duty 
from wool," says the "^former," "will be 
cheaper wool, and, therefore, the clothing 
mennfactnred from this wool will also be 
cheaper: in coneeqaence of which more 
clothing will be worn then is worn now. 
The effect of this increased demand for 
clothing will be art increased demand for 
wool, a reenltiog higher price, and tbe 
farmer and sheep raiser will, therefore, be 
benefited ae never before. In otber words 
my system ot tree wool ie going to be ti 
panacea, which will give cheaper wool to 
tbe manufacturer, and at the same time 
dearer woo) to the farmer." Just at about 
this stage of tbe argument yon mey uak: 
"But if the ultimate result of removing the 
duty will be to raise tbe price ot wool, 
how will the manufacturer be benefited, 
especially if at tbe same time you ate 
going to remove the compensating duties 
from woolen goods?"

WOMAN IN POLITICS. 


Capital Statesmen Discussing the 


Application of the New Law. 


A telegram from Springfield states 


that members ot tbe Prohibition party in 
that port of the state are vsrj seriously 
disturbed over one feature of the Austra- 
lian ballot law. Heretofore in party con- 
ventions in many counties it has been 
the habit to allow women seala and to 
permit them to vote on nominations. It 
now appears doubtful, to say the least, 
whether this can be done in future. 


The meaning of the term "qualified 


voter," as need in ths Australian ballot 
law, is what has started this discussion. 
Tbe law provides: 


Any convention, ot i3elegates. and any 
cancns or meeting ot qualified voter*, SB 
hereinafter defined, and individual voters 
t? the number and in tbe manner herein- 
after specified, may nominate candidates 
tor public office, whose names shall be 
plaoed upon the ballots to be furnished 
as hereinafter provided. 


The Prohibitionists who have looked to 


the active wonuen ot the party for so 
muob ot their sympathy and support in 
their convent tone, now oumit that the 
new law will u.uke U impotsible for 
women to be delegates to town, city, 
county or state conventions, unless the 
women's school election law wonld make 
women "qiiBltfiad voters" within the 
meaning of Australian law. There is 
only one convention, probably, in whicb 
women could, therefore, tit as delegates, 
and that ie tbe National convention. 
Some do not take this view ot the law, 
and held that women can still participate 
in conventions.
